In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to article 309 of the Constitution , read with the Go 
vernment of India , Ministry of External Affairs Noti 
fication No. F. 7 ( 11 ) /62-Goa dated 25-7-1963, the 
Lt. Governor of Goa , Daman and Diu is pleased to 
make the following rules relating to recruitment to 
Group B Non -Gazetted posts in the Directorate of 
Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Services , under 
the Government of Goa , Daman and Diu 


(b ) no male candidate , who has more than one 

wife living and no female candidate , who 
has married a person having already a wife 
living, shall be eligible for appointment, 
unless the Government, after having been 
satisfied that there are special grounds for 
doing so , exempts any such candidate from 

the operation of this rule ; 
( c ) Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect 

reservations, relaxation of age- limit and 
other concessions required to be provided 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in 
this regard .

" ( 2A ) Notwithstanding anything contained 

these rules , the total amount of deductions 
which may be made under sub -rule ( 2 ) in any

shall not exceed 

( i) 75 per cent of such wages in cases 
where such deductions are wholly or partly 
made for payments to co -operative societies 
under clause (x ) of sub -rule ( 2 ) ; and 

(ii ) 50 per cent of such wages in any other 
case : Provided that where the total amount 
of deductions which have to be made under 
sub - rule ( 2 ) in any wage period from the 
wages of any employee exceeds the limit 


specified in clause ( 1 ) , or , as the case may 
be, clause (ii ) of this sub - rule , the excess 
shall be carried forward and recovered from 
the wages for succeeding wage period or 
wage periods , as the case may be, in such 
number of instalments , as may be necessary .
